Miss Grescoe is the fourth artist to appear at McGill 
since Scope programmes began two years ago, following 
Uninsky, the Bress-Newmark-Joachim Trio, and ITorszow- 
ski. This event is part of n series presented in honour of 
Ukrainian Week. 



Donna Grescoo started lessons 
at tho ago of five. In Winnipeg, 
nnd attracted widespread atten- 
tion as a child prodigy. At tho 
ago of ten she. was awarded n 
scholarship at tho American Con- 
servatory of Music In Chicago. 
There- she was presented with n 
$1,000 three-quarter size- violin 
by a dealer in rare instruments, 
whoso only regret was that slw 
was too tiny for a full slzo In- 
strument worthy of her great ge- 
nius. Tho next year, in 1930, she 
left to sutdy with Mischa Mlscha- 
koff, concert-master for Toscani- 
nl. 

In 1042, Miss Grescoe, after 
having won the Winnipeg Music 
Festival, was sent to New York 
to study with Michel Piastro, who 
was concert-master of tho New- 
York Philharmonic, and a pupil 
of tho great Leopold Alter, who 
had among his pupils such viol- 
inists as Hclfetz, Elman, and Mil- 
steln.

Her accompanist 
was tho acclaimed pianist, Leo- 
pold Mlttman, who had accompa- 
nied Milsteln for five years, and 
Eltnati for seven years. 

Mr. Mittmnn will accompany 
Miss Grescoe at Moyse Hall, and 
will contribute several works for 
solo piano to the programme. 
Miss Grescoe will use the 512,000 
Montagnana Violin presented to 
her at this time. 

'PERFORMED FOR VISCOUNT 

Later In 1018. she made her 
Mnsscy Hall debut In Toronto to 
a packed house, nnd in 1919 was 
called to Ottawa for a perform- 
ance limier the distinguished pa- 
tronage, and in the immediate 
presence of their Excellencies, the 
Governor General nnd the Vis- 
countess Alexander of Tunis. 

The foremost music critics and 
world famous violinists havo at- 
tested to Donna Grescoc's artist- 
ry nnd virtuosity. Among them In- 
clude the composer Arthur Ben- 
jamin, tho vlollst William Prim- 
rose, and the dean of violinists. 
Jnscha Hoifetz. The concert at 
Moyse Hall will be, In the tradi- 
tion of SCOPK, free for McGill 
.students and faculty.

"By now." said John Vlpond, 
chairman of the drive, "the com- 
petitive spirit should he quite 
keen." 

There nre various competitions, 
the most engrossing of which Is 
that between tho Faculties of 
Arts and Science, Commerce, En- 
gineering, Law and Medicine. 
Other competing groups nre the 
floors of RVC, Douglas nnd Wil- 
son Halls, and Men's and Wo- 
men's fraternities. 

Trophies are being awarded, 
among them being one for tho 
winning Faculty which was donat- 
ed by the Engineering Under- 
graduate Society. The Engineers, 
by the way, arc leading in the 
number of appointments made, tho 
total of which exceeds 500. 

Because of the enthusiasm 
shown in the Blood Campaign. 
Mrs. Johnson, the Bed Cro^s co- 
ordinator for the McGill. clinic 
has arranged for added facilities, 
enabling approximately 400 don- 
ors a day. 



Weir won tho nod of Dr. Dale, 
acting Judge, by upholding the 
affirmative of tho resolution. "Re- 
solver that British Intervention In 
British Guiana was justified." He 
stressed tho records of top offic- 
ials In' 1 tho past British Guiana 
Government, pointing out that the 
ex-premier Jagan and his associa- 
tes had shown somo cxtrcmo 
Communist tendencies. 

In explaining the rise of Jagan's 
Peoples' Progressive Party to 
power In British Guiana, Weir 
pointed out that low standards 
of living nnd very little educa- 
tion made the nntlves extremely 
easy prey to tho fast talk of tho 
PPP. 

In closing Weir summed up the 
British Guiana situation by stat- 
ing the British had acted wisely 
and had acted according to the 
old axiom — 'An ounce of pre- 
vention is worth a pound of cure'. 

Jack Winter, who was awarded 
second place by tho judge, also 
upheld tho affirmative of tho re- 
solution. Winter emphlsized the 
aims of the two main political 
groups of British Guiana — the 
PPP nnd tho National Democratic 
Party. 

PARTY ALMS 
The PPP, ho stated, claimed 
that It would build a socialist 
state out of British Guiana, while 
the National Democrats, who 
could not wield their Influence 
among the natives as did tho PPP, 
were tho only real democratic 
party. 

Ralph Ordower, who was award- 
ed third place among the final- 
ists, also upheld the affirmative 
of tho resolution. Ordower point- 
ed out that laws nre mnde to be 
obeyed, be they good, or be they 
bad. For this reason, It was not 
a question of whether the British 
were actually right In stepping 
Into British Guiana In the man- 
ner in which they did, it was 
rather a thing to be nccepted; for 
the British wero in right of the 
law. 

CONDITIONED CONSTITUTION 
Tho British government, Ordow- 
er explained, had granted British 
Guiana constitution. It had also 
stipulated that said constitution 
could be revolted if they felt it 
necessary. Thus, whether their 
reason was justifiable or not, the 
British had tho law on their side 
when they revolted the constitu- 
tion of British Guana. 

Bryce, Winter, and Ordower 
will compete in the finals on 
Tuesday afternoon at 4 p.m.

A change In plans 
was quickly made and the KMC 
debate took place at It AM Sa- 
turday with the Queens' debate 
at the prevlosuly scheduled time.

The Stupid Masses 



I was much perturbed by what I read lu John 
rrasor'e roport on the Hon. Lester B. Pearson's 
'speech to the McGIII chapter of Delta Upsilon. 
Mr. Tearaon la aald to have ndvocateil " a return 
to private and confidential negotiations .between 
nations." It is precisely the publicity Riven to 
International conferences that kcep3 relations 
eloae between the electorate and Its representa- 
tives abroad, nnd prevents delegates from taking 
steps which they know would find no support 
In the homo country. The only Implication which 
can be surmised from such a statement, Is that 
Mr. Pearson may think public opinion too Igno- 
rant and volatile to be concerned with Interna- 
tional discussions, and to ho the decisive factor 
in the conclusions of statesmen. 

Plato critlclred the democracy of Athens for 
the inexperience and ignorance of the men to 
whom it gave a chance to rule, his only alter- 
native, however, was that kings should bo phi- 
losophers or philosophers bo kings. Such a bliss- 
ful state of affairs has unfortunately* been un- 
attainable in the past nnd looks most dubious 
In the future. The only tangible applications or 
misapplications of this theory, have occurred In 
18th century Illusions as to tho "enlighten- 
ment" of certain despots, and in tho havoc 
issuing from Hegel's theories of the stnto. These 
are tho contributions, up to date, of philoso- 
phers and kings. On tho other hand, when gov- 
ernment In England ceased to bo tho prerogative 
of tho few, and when public opinion, with tiie 
extension of auffrage, ceased to bo the monopoly 
of an elite, a competent Journalist of tho lSGO's 
•voiced his fear of tho pressuro of tho ignorant 
masses on tho delicate fabric of politics. Walter 
Dagehot f oared that politicians might go against 
their experience and better Judgment in order to 
make sure of their political future; "what 1 fear 
is that both our political parties will bid for the 
support of tho working-man." ( Introduction to 
Ind Edition of The English Constitution, 1S72). 
£oth Plato and Bagehot distrusted tho Ignorance 
and the emotional Instability of tho crowd. 



However, to-day, what is needed from a 
statesman is not merely "tho manly utterance 
of clear conclusions," wo cannot say that "if a 
statesman gives theso in n felicitous way ... he 
lias done his part." Nor can we reach back to 
tho Intimato and courteous carvings up of terri- 
tories by ISth century diplomats, where tho 
right vintage or Judicious present might even 
produce n small trade concessions. To-day, de- 
cisions are taken not only ns to flags, but con- 
cern tho destruction or preservation of ways of 
living agreements have been made within the 
last eight years which have, without consulting 
tho inhabitants, decided how they should live 
nnd how they should think. Theso are only tho 
moro obvious cases in tho sphero of international 
affairs. At homo, tho weight of administrative 
detail on modern governments, had given impe- 
tus to the development of Cabinet Governments 
where decisions are taken and then presented 
ex post facto to tho elected representatives of 
tho people In parliament. In fact, it is often 
heard nowadays In Anglo-Saxon countries that 
all that tho people really have to say Is aald on 
election day. 

The question of maintaining contact between 
tho elected government and Its electorate re- 
quires tho most serious consideration. It will 
not do to look for a solution In methods which 
havo outlived their day. Tho most fruitful way, 
surely lies through tho progressive education of 
the citizen, by nld towards University studies 
and night school. Moreover wo cannot expect a 
tinker or n tonner to havo a, profound know- 
ledge and understanding of government; profes- 
sional education by Itself Is no panacea for thu 
world's Ills. Moro stress should bo laid on ins- 
truction in history and political science, what- 
ever major subject Is chosen. Above all, however, 
education and not a breaking of contact bbtween 
government nnd electorate, Bliould bo tho path 
of democratic progress.

The Tlursar, Mr. ISontloy, has 
been with Mcfilll slnro 1027. 
Ho registers nil grants, dona- 
tions nnd gifts which the Uni- 
slfy receives. Ho Is tho Secre- 
tary of tho Dnnnl of Governors, 
nnd" he looks after tho opera- 
tion of the Pension Fund, the 
Group Life Insurance Plan nnd 
tho Hospitalization Plan. All 
three nro compulsory for full 
time staff members. As well ns 
tills, University loans to staff 
members os students, nro rondo 
through him. 

Tho chief Accountant, Mr. 
Crimson, I3 another long stand- 
ing member of tho administrative 
staff. Ho first arrived In 1029. 
shortly after his graduation from 
College. He and his department 
occupy tho third floor of Dawson 
Hall where they strlvo to keep 



up with tho masses of Invoices, 
checks nnd bo forth which arc 
always flowing through their of- 
fices. 

ACCOUNTS 
Tho Accounts of tho University 
aro handlod in n centralized man- 
ner, it is Mr. Crimson's tarfk to 
look after tho finances, not only 
on tho campus proper, but also 
in such far away places as Mac- 
donald College. 

Well beforo tho academic year 
commences, each department, nnd 
research project which has recei- 
ved n grant, sends Into tho Ac- 
counting Offlco nn estimate of 
their expenditures for the coming 
session. These nro compared with 
tho known Income nnd pruned 
down ns necessary. Even so, n de- 
ficit remains, ns It would bo im- 
possible to cllmlnnto It entirely 
without seriously nffectlng the 
standards of tho University. 
Once n month throughout 
tho yenr, finnnclal statements 
nro collected from each depart- 
ment nnd research project. 
They nre carefully gono over. 
After expenditures havo been 
substrnctcd from balnnce, nnd 
the amount of credit left has 
been calculated, reports nre 
sent hack to tho departments 
nnd projects, Informing them 
of their present financial state. 
Tho end of tho school term 
brings no relief to this depart- 
ment. Books hnvo to bo balanced, 
deficits calculated and public de- 
ports prepared. When this Is com-

Humor lins It that Vic Olieek, head of tho Department ot 
Athletics, will give up hit position ns concli of the Senior Ked- 
men. Obeck, when nsked to verify the statement, had no com- 
ment, but didn't deny the rumor. OI>ocU has been head foothnll 
coach for seven years' now and has failed to come up with n 
championship, team. Whetilio first canio to McGlll, ha nsked 
for two years to build up the squad to rlimnplonslilp cnlthre. 
Well, seven lonu sc. non» have Bone by, and we're still waiting. 

"The fact thnt McGlll has not won a championship for so many 
years can not all ho laid to Obeck. Naturally ho is the first to come 
under flro as are all coaches under similar circumstances, but blam- 
ing him would not bo fair by any means. This Is not a dorensc or 
Vic Obeck. but other factors have combined to keep tho Yates Cup 
at Western and Varsity rather than hero nt McGlll. 

After his two years of rebuilding, Obcck came up finally with 
contenders In tho M9. 'SO and '31 grid seasons. These teams showed 
such stars as Harry Irving, Ilnldy Tomllnson, I'cto Kobliisoii, Kill 
I'ullnr, Ken Wrigiicr, Haskell' Matter to mention a fow, and were 
In tho running nil the way during tho grid season. But one major 
Item distinguishes thoso squads from preseat day Itediaon. At that 
time thcro was a loan fund established (which has been tlono away 
with slnco then) whereby a player could get enougli to pay his 
tuition and such under tho condition that ho repay tills loan after 
so many years. As it stood, tho fund was not really an Athletic 
scholarship but simply a loan and, therefore, no ono could say that 
McGlll paid her Athletes. Now that this fund has been dono away 
with, players who want to como to McGlll, but aro unable to afford 
tho cost of tho education, aro forced to work Instead, or attend a 
University whero somo fund or scholarship has been established for 
that purpose. 

Obcck has thus been deprived of a great source of talent and, 
as a result, tho calibre of tho Itedmon has steadily deteriorated with 
no adequate reserves In sight in tho near future, considering the 
Intermediate Indians as our lmmedlato reservoir of talent'. 

Latest- reports "how that tho Indians nrc not exactly 
burning up tho Ottawa-St. Jrfiwrencc Conference and, as these 
folio-.** are tho Ilctlincti of the future, what can we look for- 
ward to next year and tho year after? There Is, or course the 
possibility of new registrations In lite various faculties of the 
University, but one cannot rely on this too strongly. 

Let's have a look at tho other side of tho story. The '49, '50 
and '51 seasons, many believe should have produced nt least one 
championship ball club. Tho team as a rulo would start out like a 
houso on flro but fade In tho latter hair of tho schedule. Why 
should this occur? Surely the other trams did not add such strength 
In tho second halt ot tho schedule! What then could It have been 
to cause tho Koclmen to tall apart at tho seams In the most crucial 
part of tho schedule or else In the playoff game ltseltf? Ie has been 
brought up that a major difficulty with the team In tho good years 
as well as tho last two is a marked lack of variation in their plays. 
If. this were tho case It wouldn't be very hard for an opposing team 
to scout these plays and bo all ready for them when their team 
played the Rcdmen. 

The sooner we forget last Saturday's game tho better but 
it provided tho Ideal contrast on one hand of a team with such 
. n variety of plays that they enn keep their opponents guessing 
whereas n runner like Klein for tho Itedmon was so taped by 
tho Varsity squad that he got nowhere all aftcrooon. We rcr- 
tnlnly can't hlnino tho McGlll defeat on n lark of variations In 
plnju. The two teams were in different classes and it will ho 
difficult for any team In the league to stop Varsity orf Satur- 
day's showing. Western was called, from tills corner to end up 
with an undefeated and untied record, but things nrc n little 
different now that we've seen the Varsity machine In action, 
and we'll call them over the Mustangs this ruining Saturday In 
Toronto. The' Ilcdmen are Idle this Saturday, then travel to 
London on the 14tll to piny Western. 

Getting hack to Obeck once more, the rumor covers only his 
status as rootball coach and ooes not imply his leaving the depart- 
ment of Athletics. Only Mr. Obeck can answer that one and his 
reply to all questions — "No Comment".

SCM Speaker Sympathizes 
With Norarcda Workers

The workers arc getting the worst of it. This, in essen- 
ce, was that Mr. Jean Gerin-Lajoie, Technical Advisor to 
the United Steel Workers' Union, said last night in a speecli 
to the Students' Christian Movement.' 



In various trips to the Noran- 
da district during tho last few 
years, Mr. Gerln-Lajoie has been 
In the position to view the pro- 
ceedings up there with clarity. 
Tho mine owners have been con- 
tinuously deceiving the public and 
tho statements of profit and loss 
tdiown to tho public are not in 
accordance with tlio.su turned In 
to tho government. 

Tho Inhuman living conditions 
were the complaints that tho ad- 
visor stressed. Ilouser, are so poor- 
ly constructed that In winter 
there is sometimes two feet of 
frost on the floors. The families, 
usually containing twelve to fif- 
teen persons, had no chance at 
decent accomodations. The mine 



owners, despite these appalling 
conditions, extract a goodly sum 
from the pay-ch-ck of tho miners 
as rent. 

Mr. Gerln-Lajoie was sent to 
the strike-bound territory when 
tho former union, which held 
sway up there, was expelled from 
the Workers' Congress. Tho 
workers approached tho United 
Steel Workers' Union with the 
result that Mr. Gerin-Lajolo was 
requested to look into tho situa- 
tion. Ho found In the course of 
Ms Investigations that tho pre- 
vious union was virtually Com- 
munist dominated and was mak- 
ing no effort on tho workers' be- 
haift

These machines 
are not owned by the Univer- 
sity but are rented and servi- 
ced by the company which inn- 
nufuctiire* I hem. The efficien- 
cy with which they work may 
bo Illustrated by considering 
one; small Hem — Professors' 
salaries. On each limn there Is 
n card which has a multitude 
of small holes punched In It. 
The-.,/ holes stand for words or 
numbers. When plnccd In the. 
appropriate opening of a ma- 
chine, they arc interpreted by 
electrical impulses and the de- 
sired calculations arc made. 
By making certain adjust- 
ments, the machines ran write 
checks, sort, out tho cards by 
salarie», departments, addres- 
ses and so on. One machine 
will autonuitlrnlly transpose 
tho roiled holes Into ordinary 
print. Another verifies tho nr- 
curacy of the enrds when they 
arc first made, 

ADMINISTRATION

staff has Increased In proportion 
to tho over all growth of tho Uni- 
versity.

African Expert 
Studies McGill 
leather Bureau 

Seven centimeters separate Mc- 
Gill and Southern. Rhodesia radar 
In meteorological work according 
lo V.G. Mlles, a member of the 
Soul hern Rhotlesian Meteorolo- 
gical Service. 

Mr. Miles, now on a three 
months tour of this continent un- 
der the auspices of the United 
Nations Technical Assistance Ad- 
ministration, said that McGlll uses 
three centimeters radar In prob- 
ing the secrets of clouds. The 
Southern Itbodeslnn meteorolo- 
gical experts are using 10 centim- 
eters radar anil getting readings 
of clouds up to 100 miles away. 

Mr. Miles Is In town to check 
up on Investigations of the Stor- 
my Weather Research Bureau 
whose operations, particularly In 
the use of radar meteorology, are 
known throughout the world 
through scientific articles publish- 
ed by McGlll. 

Ho Is particularly Interested In 
Investigating thunder clouds. Af- 
rican thunderstorms behave differ- 
ently from those in this continent, 
largely because they occur In 
series and not as Isolated phen- 
omena. Mr. Miles Is probing a 
buildup of thunderclouds, their 
motion and organization Into line 
systems. He is leaving for home 
this wpok, via Geneva, where lie 
will report on his work. 



arris Urges Changes 
i Newspaper Language 



"There Is no reason why news- 
papers writers cannot make lan- 
guage, changes in their dny-to- 
day work." 

The above statement Is a quo- 
tation from a speech made by T. 
H. Harris, executive editor of the 
Montreal Herald, on tho occasion 
of tho 1D53 Quebec Regional 
Mooting at Quebec. 

Harris emphasized tho point 
that If CP (Canadian Press) news 
reports aro to be brighter, tho 
copy that CP works from must 
nlgo bo brighter. 

Ho suggested that two stops 
bo taken for tho promotion of 
moro interesting news rcportB! 

1. "Wo editors mny hnvc to 
alter our views — radically 
niter our views — regarding 
what makes printablo news. To 
do this, wo may have to break 
some traditions." 

2. "wo mny have to niter our 
thoughts regarding tho wny 
news Is written . . . Today we 
must keep objectivity before us 
moro thnn ever . . ." 

Hnrris stated that by loosening 
newspaper language somewhat, 
customers would want to read at 
least part of what has been prin- 
ted. 

. . ."After nil, those stories are 
about peuplo and peoplo aro hu- 
mans. Perhaps somo of tho rules 
In tho grammar and composition 
books may bo forgotten to advan- 
tage — the advantage of both 
writer and reader. English Is a 
living language . . . must change 
from time to time." 

Hnrris went on to say that, of 
course the changes made would 
only serve their purposo If they 
were offensive neither to the eye 
nor to tho ear. 




Hurrls spoke in defence of the 
CP bureau, saying that Is could 
not possibly change stilted re- 
ports Into lively, human copy. 

"The CP filing editor... cun't 
possibly feel the story and it 
seems to mo you hnvo to feel it 
story before you can write It 
well. Ho Is thus different from 
the nowspaper rewrite mnn who 
takes down data over tho tele 
phono. This man can question and 
requestion the leg man until ho 
hns every detnll ho wants." 

Returning to tho point of "what 
really makes news?", Harris spe- 
culated that perhaps today's news 
paper readers do not want the 
same kind of news "served them 
as was served their grandfathers." 

"I do not propose dropping 
crlmo news, divorce news, second 
need somo of that to mnko n 
newspaper," said Harris. Bui 
conversely, "Nor do I propose 
substitution of high-brow reading 
In place of what crime news and 
the like can bo ousted by better 
editing." 



&oy Campbell Recites Own 
Poetry To Crowd !n Union 



"Tlio happiness of all the races 
In Canada and tho unity of her 
people puts Canada ahead, as an 
example lo the rest of the world." 

The jibovo is a part of the open- 
ing remarks made by Ray Camp- 
hell to an overcrowded Clubrooin 
Thursday night at 8:30 p.m. 

Mr. Campbell contrasted thu 
cooperation and contentment of 
the people living in Canada to 
the turbulanco that exists today 
In Africa. 

Campbell proved himself lo be 
quite a humorist, and within t 
matter of minutes, hysterical 
laughter could be heard echoing 
through the Union. However, un- 
derneath all tho galty Hie theme 
of "equality of man throughout 
the world" could be sensed. 

Mr. Campbell spoke largely of 
his experiences In Africa, or his 
army cronies, nnd of the numerous 
wild intimitis that roam tho con- 
tinent. Ho stated thai he preferr- 
ed giraffes to lions because when 
attacked, th u Tonner will lead 
with a left Instead of running 
away with their fore paws above 
their heads. 

For his rirst poem Mr. Campbell 
read "Farewell to the King's Afri- 
can Blfles". Following this, he 
made mention of tho fact that 
ostriches can run at n speed of 30 
miles per hour, while zebras are 
able to outdo them by running 
at the grand old speed of 40 miles 
per hour. 

Tho next poem, caller "Dream- 
ing Spires", also had to do with 
animals, and was enthusiastically 
received by the audience. 

In contrast to tho ahovc-meu- 
Jloned poems, which were of a 
serious nature, Mr. Campbell read 
"A Veld Eclogue", which was a 
satire of life on the Veld, where 
nothing grew except • hnlr, nulls 
and rod blisters at tho end or 
one's nose. Said Mr. Campbell or 
this poem:

In conclusion, Mr. Harris sug- 
gested two points of tochnlquo In 
nowspaper writing: 

1. Let's place more empha- 
sis (IhiIIi on member papers 
and in CP bureaus) on real 
news and less on junk; 

S, Let's beat the drums for 
clearer, livelier writing. Per- 
haps we'll then have a brighter 
news ' report."

"The Scull In the Desert" which 
was the "Bosl thing I'vo ever 
written", according to Mr. Camp- 
bell, arose out of. a Journey lu 
Africa during which the author 
saw largo amountH or animal 
sculls along the way.

Said ho, "We were completely 
caught up In your personality... 
and hope you enjoy your stay in 
Canada." 

la return, Mr. Campbell stated 
that he had never spoken lo a 
"more stimulating audience."
